Not Only Gives the Cause of 


the War, But Also Indicates 
the Countries Engaged

Copenhagen.—Im the razing Qf the 
old monastery of the Holy Ghost P Q 
Wismar, Meeklenburg, an ald Bivle 
was found which contained a remark. 
able prophecy regarding the prexant 
world war. It was written in 1702. by, 
one ot the monks on parchment that 
is now yellow and seared with age. It 
is now on exhibition im a glass case in 
the city hall of Wismar. So much 
publicity has been given to the 
prophecy in the papers of Germany 
that thousands have flocked to Wis- 
mar to see it. 

The prophecy not only gives the 
cause of the war, but alsa indicates 
the countries engaged. Up to the 
present it has been amazingly accu- . 
rate. It does not exactly state that 
Germany will be victorious, but indi- 
cates how long the war will last, when 
the decisive battle will be foughi, and 
where and when peace will come, and 
adds that Germaay witl continue to 
exist as a power for many years. A 
translation of the writing on the 
parchment is as follows: 

“When Malignity and Hatred Rule” 
spite the fact that they are turning 
more and more away from thee; that 

“Lord, have mercy on thy people de- 
they are destroying thy monasteries 
and cloistets aad forgétting thee. A 
time will come in Europe when these

Seven. na- 
tions will rise against the eagle with 
one head and the eagle with two 
heads. The birds will defend them- 
selves furiously and viciously“ with 
their talons, and their wings will pro- 
tect their peoples. A prince from their 
very midst, a sovereign who mounts 
his horse from the wrong side, will 
be encompassed by a wall of enemies. 

His slogan will be ‘Onward with God!’ 
The Almighty God Will lead him from 
victory to victory and many will meet 
their death. 

There will be wagons without 
horses, and fiery dragons will fly 
through the air dropping fire and sul- 
phur and destroying cities and vil- 
lages. The people will turn to God. 
The terrible war will last three years 
and five months. The time will come 
when food can neither be sold nor 
bought, and bread will be carefully 
distributed. The seas will be tinged 
with blood and men will lie in wait 
under *the waves for their prey.” 

America’s Entry Foretold. 

Here follows a reference to Amer- 
ica, which was in those times often 
referred to as the “country of the 
seven stars.” 

“The people of the Seven Stars 
will attack the ring of steel and sud- 
denly fall upon the bearded nation in 
the rear and rend-it in twain. The 
whole of the lower Rhine will trem- 
ble, but nevertheless will endure to 
the end. 

“The land to the west will be one 
vast desolation, and the land in the 
ocean will, with its king, be crushed 
and suffer ali the pangs of hunger. 
The land of the bearded people will 
still endure for a long time to come, 
and following the war the world will 
be united in one great brotherhood.

San Francisco — The time has come 
when you must get on one side of the 
fence or the other. There is no longer 
any half way ground in the United 
States. The casulty lists are growing 
too fast. Either you will Support the 
government in every detail of your lives 
or you will be at least of passive ald to 
the Kaiser. 

Are you a loyal American or a pro-

tions in the government's wheat saving 
crusade will supply the answer. 

America must save wheat to feed the 
armies and the nations who are fighting 
Germany and the evil it represents. 
Those war torn lands have little wheat 
of their own. Without wheat to sustain 
them they may fail to hold the Hun in 
check until America is ready to put 
forth its mightiest efforts on the field of 
baitle. : 

In order to meet the demand of the

Sacramento.—A commutation to lfe 
imprisonment has been granted by Gov- 
ernor William D. Stephens to Eladislado 
Guerra, sentenced to hang May 3 at San 
Quentin Penitentiary for murder. Guer- 
ra was convicted in the Superior Court 
of Los Angeles of the murder of A. 
Alcantar at Puente, Cal. The commuta- 
tion was granted on the recommendation 
of the court and the district attorney 
based on the ground that Guerra did not 
have proper defense at his trial. 


Stockton.—W. A. Greer, wealthy Man- 
teca realty operator and landowner, was 
convicted of manslaughter April 24 for 
the killing of Ben Waugh, an I. W. W. 
The verdict, admitted by some of the 
jurors to have been aecompromise, plain- 
ly satisfied neither Greer nor the prose- 
cution. His attorneys are planning to 
ask for a new trial. Greer was tried for 
killing Waugh, a laborer, in a saloon in 
this city last December. He claimed 
that Waugh had been hounding him for 
months and that the shooting was occa- 
sioned by Waugh making a movement as 
though to draw a revolver.

AUDITOR OFS. F. MAKES 
BUDGET FOR 1918.19 


Bases Probable Receipts on Property 
Valuation of $560,000,000 


San trancisco.—Auditor Thomas F. 
Boyle has prepared a budget of munici- 
pal expenditures for the coming fiscal 
year, which was submitted to the super- 
visors last Saturday. The probable re- 
ceipts are based on a property valuation 
of $560,000,000, as against $455,000,000 
for 1917-18. 

Boyle says tuat the adoption of this 
budget would not necessitate so high a 
tax levy as the supervisors seem to think 
is impending. It provides for a special 
reserve fund in connection with hospital, 


jail and relief homes to cover the pos- 
sible farther advance in the cost of liv- 
ing. This reserve fund is not to be touch- 
ed for any other purpose. 

Increases are allowed _ for lighting 
public streets, for the school department, 
the support of minors and for the board 
of public works. The last increase is ex- 
plained by the raising of salaries in that 
department, and which are already in 
force, creating a shortage in other funds. 
The increase in this instance amounts to 
$208,800, and is the largest on the list. 
The total of increases is $557,128: To 
offset this are decreases of $413,330, 
leaving a net increase over the formet 
budget of $143,798. 

Boyle estimates the municipal ex- 
penditures at $15,731,165.46. For the 
fiscal year just closing they were $15,- 
721,790, and for the year before that 
$15,668,100. The closing of many saloons 
has cut down the rewenue from one 
source to an extent that has to be con- 
sidered. 

The largest item of expenditure was 
$3,589,059.70, this coming under the head 
of protection of life and property; fol- 
lowtng this, general government got $1,- 
762,120.16; education, $2,706,400; high- 
ways, charities and corrections, and in- 
terest on bonds each above a million dol- 
lars. This bond interest for the coming 
year will be cut down $365,184. 

In the Boyle budget $9000 is set aside 
for the Auditorium, this providing only 
for a superintendent, a skilled mechani- 
cian to keep the organ in repair, the nec- 
essary janitor service, and repairs, it 
being Boyle's idéa that the Auditorium 
should be self-supporting. He makes no 
provision either for organist or orchestra 
leader or publicity for the concerts. The 
former $10,000 for general publicity for 
the city is left unchanged. There is a 
substantial addition to the sums devoted 
for the present year to all forms of 
charitable work. Boyle also wants $12,- 
000 additional given to Golden Gate Park 
and to the Tax Collector’s funds he 
would add $11,782.

Cows Love Salt 
and Must Have It 


Experiments Prove That Without It 
Their Vitality Suffors and 
Their Milk Runs Low 


Simplest Method of Suplying Need- 
ed Amount Is to Salt Hay While 
Stacking or Baling 


(From Pacific Rural Press) 


Salt is such a common thing that the 
very important part it plays in the health 
and milk yield of the dairy herd is per- 
haps not realized by many farmers. 

Experiments conducted at the Wiscon- 
sin State Experiment Station prove con- 
clusively that salt should be supplied to 
dairy cows unless the ration furnishes a 
sufficiency thereof. It is calculated that 
the minimum quantity in the food to 
keep a cow of, 1000 Ibs. live weight in 
flourishing health is that which is equiva- 
lent to 34 oz .of salt per day, and that 
a cow in milk needs as much more as 
will restore the proportion removed in 
the milk, namely, a little cver % oz. of 
salt for every 20 lbs. of milk. 

The conclusions from these experi- 
ments are briefly as follows: 

“In every case the cow exhibited an 
abnormal appetite for salt after having 
been deprived of it for 2 or 3 weeks, but 
in no case did the health of the animal, 
as shown by the general appearance, the 
live weight, or the yield of milk, appear 
to be affected until a much longer time 
had elapsed. This period of immunity 
varied with individual cows from less 
than a month to more than a year. There 
was tinally reached a condition of low 
vitality in which a sudden and complete 
breakdown occurred. This stage was 
marked by loss of appetite, a generally 
haggard appearance, lusterless eyes, a 
rough coat, and a very rapid decline in 
both live weight and yield of milk. If 
salt wae supphed at this period-recovers 
was rapid. In one case netassium chlor: 
id was given instead of common salt (so- 
dium chlorid). Considerable of the po- 
tassium salt was eaten, though cows or- 
dinarily refuse to touch it, and recovery 
followed as quickly as when common 
salt was supplied—evidence that not the 
lack of the sodium but the lack of 
chlorin was responsible for the 
troubles. The breakdown due to the 
lack of salt usually occurred after calv- 
ing, when the milk flow was heavy, and 
generally the cows giving the largest 
amount of milk were the first to show 
distress.” 

Farmers who salt their hay when 
stacking or baling have found the plan 
an excellent and profitable one. The salt 
more than pays for itself in the increas- 
ed weight of the hay and besides im- 
provine the feed, it removes the danger 
of musting by checking the growth of 
molds when the moisture content of the 
hay is high. This is particularly true of 
alfalfa hay. 

Twenty pounds of salt to each ton of 
hay should be used, which should be 
sprinkled on by hand as each three feet 
of the hay is stacked.—Adv.
